GROUND VS, 
t GRAIN FOR HOGS 


An experiment ito ascertain if it is 
profitable to grind grain for hogs was 
carried out at the Dominion Ewperi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, Alberta, 
-with fall pigs during the falls and 
winters of 1992433 and 1933-34, and 
with spring pigs-during the summer 
‘af 1933. A total of 52 pigs of pure- 
red Yorkshire and Tamworth breed- 
ing and the crosses of these two 
breeds, averaging 86 pounds in weight 
at the commiencement of the test, were 
used in the three experiments, Both 
lots were gelf-ifed@ the same basic ra- 
tion consisting of oats and parley, the 
only difference being that one lot ‘was 
fed with whole grain and tthe other lot 
finely ground grain. Buttermilk was 
supplied to each lot once daily, as 
well as al] the water they wished _ to 
drink. 

Based on the three year average, 
the pigs fed ground grain made ap- 

‘ Mire rapid gains than those 
fea whole grain. While the pigt fed 
whole grain grew at the rate of only 
0.93 of a pound per day, the pigs fed 
ground grain made 1.22 pounds daily, 
or an increase of 31 per cent. 

Starting with 86 pound pigs, it took 
1 days for the ground grain fed lot 


to obitain an average of 200 pounds, 
while 109 days were required for the 
lot fed whole grain, It was also 
necessary to put the .whole grain fed 
lot on ground grain for the last 18 
days in order to put on the proper 
finish for market. Besides the. extra 
18 days, it required 143 pounds of 
ground grain per ‘thog to produce the 
propér finish demanded for select 
bacon hogs. 


Under the conditions of this experi- 
ment, the cost of feed to produce one 
hundred pounds of gain;was in favor 
of the whiole grain fed lot.. It would 
seem, therefore, that in times of low 
prices for grain and hogs one might 
be justified in se}f-fecding hogs weigh- 
ing approximately ninety pounds a 
ration of whole grain until they have 
attained a weight of approximately 
176 pounds, when they should be fin- 
ished for market on ground grain, 

’ It is also worthy of mention that at 
the end of 91 days although the lot 
fed whole grain were decidedly lack- 
ing in finish, they were well grown, 
were thrifty in appearance, and were 
of good bacon ‘type, indicating the 
possibilities in this method of feed-

The symbolism of the poppy, the 
sorrowful appropriateness of its Hlood- 
red bloom, takes a deeper significance 
with each succeeding year. The great 
war is passing almbst into legend; a 
generation is bequeathed the duty of 
carrying into the years that have yet 
to come the work and the jdeale of 
those whom the poppy commemorates, 

Canada has adopted the poppy as 
a symiblol because of the 60,000 graves 
in France and Belgium in which lie 
the dead of the preceding generation, 
because of the 170,000 Canadians bo 
whom the conflict brought disable. 
ment of one kind or another, The 
¢ rosses in the cemeteries of Flanders 
are garlanded with poppies dolorous 
emblems of a nation’s growth con- 
Sumed in the “wrath-red forge of 
war.” 

On Poppy Day this Dominion paus- 
es in its normal activities to recall 
the sacrifices of its young men, to 
pay tribute to their héroism, ‘their 
hardfhood, and the  uncomiplaining 
fortitude with which they bore the 
privations and sufferings. At the 
time. Canada strives to hiquidate in 
some small measure an obligation to 
| those disabled men employed in the 
vetcraft workshops_f the country, 
whose only means of livelihood is the 
making of these simple.emblems. 

All Canadians of every age and de- 
gree should wear a symbol on Poppy 
Day. ‘For that is surely a.day of re- 
consecration and of rededication to 
the work on hand of continuing the 
structure of civilization where the 
workers of a previous generation left 
oft.

Ottawa, Oct. 27—Hon. H. HH. 
Stevens has resigned as minister of 
trade and commerce from Bennett ad- 
ministration and as chairman of the 
price spreads and mass buying com-! 
mission. His rés.gnation whe placed 
in the hhnd of Premier RR, B. Ben- 
net at 12:45 yesterday afternoon. 

The famous pamphiet issued early 
in August by Mr. Stevens had been 
made the centre of innuendos against 
him, said Mr. Stevens today. The 
inquiry of which he was chairman 
was into a system of economics and 
methods of merchandising and not 
an inquiry into individual] firms. 

As his resignation had been discus- 
sed in the public press, both last ev- 
ening and this morning, it was only 
in justice to. himself he should make 
a statement, he said, Shown” the 
statement in the press this morning 
and last might, Mr. Stevens stated 
that in his opinion the public were 
not interested in, por would they he 
swayed by vague legal technicalities. 

“| discharged my duties,” he 
said, “which were most onerous 
and difficult, for a period of nine 
months to the best of my ability 
without in any way sparing. my- 
self, and | deny absolutely the al- 
leged improprieties in my conduct. 
“It must be borne in mind that this 

was an investigation into q system of 
economics and methods of merchian- 
aising, and not an inquiry into imdi- 
vidual firms, and names of persons

Petrol From Salt Water 


French Inventor Declares Production 
Costs Cent Per Gallon 

A mechanic at Rouen, M. Albert 
Saheurs, claims to have discovered a 
process by which he can convert salt 
water into petrol at a cost of three 
centimes a litre (about one cent a 
gallon), says the San Francisco 
Chronicle. The process is apparent- 
ly simple: The salt water is pumped 
through a filter into an electric oven 
in which it comes.into contact with 
a chemical product of which Mr. 
Saheurs alone knows the composition. 

The water emerges in the form, ap- 
parently, of petrol. M. Saheurs has 
produced it in substantial quantities 
and experts have so far failed to in- 
validate his claim. He says that his 
discovery is based on the observation 
that ‘natural deposits of petroleum 
are always accompanied by deposits 
of salt water. He is willing to sell 
the secret for $125,000,000.

Ail you need is a watchful eye 
and a handy camera. 


| you've put off taking pictures of 

the inside of your home because 
of a vague notion that such pictures 
are difficult, banish that notion and 
get out your camera. Here are a 
few pointers that may help you in 
your first shots, 

In the first place, you will need 
to make time exposures. And for 
successful time exposures the cam- 
era must be absolutely steady. Use 
a tripod, if you have one, or mount 
the camera on some substantial 
support such as a table. Too, the 
camera must be level; otherwise 
corners and doors and windows will 
not be properly straight up and 
down. 

It is a good idea to place your 
camera so that you get only a little 
of the ceiling in the view-finder. 
There's more of interest nearer the 
floor. 

The secret of success in indoor 
pictures lies in controlling the light 
reaching the various parts of the 
room to be pictured. To begin with, 
never point your camera directly at 
the window or door through which 
the greatest amount of light is com- 
ing. Keep the light behind or to the 
side of the camera, If, ag sometimes 
happens, a sunny window fs in a par- 
ticular part of the house. you want to 
take, you can eliminate sun e by 


a very simple trick. Pull the shade of 


that particular window clear down 


and keep it down for an exposure 
long enough to give you the other 
features and details. Then, close the 
shutter and run the shade up to its 


normal position. Now, go back to 
the camera and, without changing 
the film or the camera's position, 
open the shutter again for a half 
second longer 

It’s a good idea to use a very 
small lens stop in taking indoor pic- 
tures, because you want detail in 
everything. Focus on a point about 
half-way between the camera and 
the far side of the room; then, 
when the lens is stopped down you , 
will find that practically everything 
is in sharp focus. 

*Avoid including large pieces of 
furniture in the foreground, lest 
they take up more space in the pic- 
ture than they deserve. 

Watch out for distracting reflec- 
tions in mirrors or glass covered 
pictures. By putting a small wad 
of paper under one corner of a pic- 
ture, thereby changing the: angle 
of the glass, you cap usually get rid 
of a reflection, 

Exposure time will vary, of 
course, with the brilliance of the 
daylight and the degree to which 
the walls reflect light. On a bright 
day, pictures In a predominantly 
light colored room can be takeh wi 
an exposure of five or ten secd 
On dull days, in dark rooms having 
only one window, you will need as 
much as five minutes, with the leus

Tomb In England Opened Every Year 
Since 1794 

Following an annual practice of 
140 years, a family tomb has again 
‘been reopened inthe Surrey town of 
Sutton. Exactly 141 years ago Mrs. 
Mary Gibson, whose parents were 
buried in @ vault, made certain be- 
quests to the rector -and church- 
wardens of Sutton parish church on 
condition that the Gibson family 
vault should be opened and inspected 
each year in August. _ 

This year the assistant priest, Dr. 
T. W. Crafor, entered the vault, in- 
spected the four coffins, and offered 
up a short prayer. Then the vault 
which was made in 1777, was sealed 
up for another year. In Mrs. Gib- 
son’s will there is an instruction that 
when the last member of the family 
is buried in the tomb the keys shall 
be thrown into the River Jordan. 

At the time of Mrs. Gibson's death 
body-snatchers were active, and it is 
generally thought that the reason for 
the yearly inspection is to make sure 
that the vault has not been tampered 
with. A legend which has long been 
associated with the tomb states that 
it is opened each year in order that 
a toad which had made its home 
there might be fed, but there is no 
evidence to be found in support of 
this.

Canada’s Red Cross Flags 


Two Of Historic Interest Are Now 
In Museums 


The first Canadian Red Cross flag 
to be flown overseas found a final 
resting place in the New Brunswick 
Museum at the formal opening of the 
institution during New Brunswick's 
sesqui-centennial celebrations in Sep- 
tember. Donated by Major William 
A. McKee, organist at St. Luke’s An- 
glican church, Saint John, the flag 
was once the insignia of the 10th 
Canadian Field hospital in the Boer 
war. 

Major McKee served in the Boer 
war as a quartermaster-sergeant. As 
such it was his duty to raise and 
lower the flag at sunrise and sunset 
of each day. At sunset on June 14, 
1902, he lowered the flag the last 
time—peace had been declared. On 
that occasion he wrapped the emblem 
around his body under his tunic and 
brought it home as a prized souvenir. 
He has had it ever since. 


“You will like hell,” marled Spike. 


In 1931 the flag was displayed 
during the provincial Red Cross cam- 
paign in St. John, and carried the 
following inscription: 

“This is the first Canadian Red 
Cross flag flown on active service by 
colonial troops. 

While the New Brunswick Museum 
now possesses the first Canadian Red 
Cross flag flown overseas, the On- 
tario Historical Museum has the first 
Red Cross banner flown in Canada, 
made on the field by the late Dr. 
George Sterling Ryerson’ during the 
Riel rebellion in 1885. A son of Dr. 
Ryerson, Lieutenant Arthur Ryerson, 
served under Major McKee during 
the Great War. 

Along with the flag the museum 
received the “blue book” of the Boer 
war, containing regulations regarding 
organization equipment, despatch and 
service of Canadian contingents dur- 
ing the years 1898-1902, also the pos- 
session of Major McKee. The donor 
also contributed a small bannerole, 
used with the flag to mark a hos- 
pital zone. 


Death Rays 


Discovery Of Huge Stars Of Death 
Which Would Wipe Out All 
Earth Life. 

Discovery of huge “stars of death”, 
the rays of which would wipe out all 
earthly life if’ they could reach it, 
was announced by the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

A vast shower of “death rays” sent 
out by these stars was found to con- 
sist mostly of ultra-violet rays of 
short. wave length. Similar radiation 
is given off by the sun, but fortu- 
nately the death rays cannot reach 


the earth because they are screened 


out’ by a layer of ozone high in the 
earth's atmosphere. 

Practically all of the blue-colored 
stars in the heavens were found to 
be of the “death” type. Three times 
as hot as the sun at the surface— 
36,000 degrees Fahrenheit—they were 
found to give off few of the sun’s 
beneficial type of ultra-violet or heat 
rays such as make life possible on | 
earth. 

The discoveries came as a result of 
a research during the past summer 
at Mount Wilson Observatory, Cal., 
by Dr. Charles G. Abbott, secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
his assistant, L. B. Aldrich.

Extensive botanical and entomo- 
logical studies in the far north were 
carried out by Rev. Artheme Dutilly,

“real artificial gold”. Out of terror 
of the police, he has fled, and has 
been condemned in his absence to 
one year’s imprisonment, but many 
jewellers of Turin and of Monte 
Carlo, as well as other towns of the 
Riviera, would. be glad to know 
where he is and would buy his “real 
gold.” <A year ago he went to the 
Italian and French Riviera, and pre- 
sented various objects to jewellers 
as being of gold. After tests, the 
jewellers were perfectly satisfied that 
the articles were of real gold, and 
bought them. They were made of a 
metal which, when tested in all-man- 
ner of ways, seemed to be pure’ gold. 
It was only in the crucible that the 
difference was detected. Manzone 
had rings and various kinds of 
ornaments manufactured.

Th Portyo Ninth Parallel 


An interesting and thought-provoking editorial article appeared recently 
in a popular magazine which circulates extensively throughout Canada and 
the United States. Its subject was the forty-ninth parallel across the world. 
The pcople of the North American continent regard it as an imaginary line 

' which marks the boundary between the United States and Canada, but, says 

| this. magazine editor, the wise ones of the earth regard it as something 
mére than a hair line on the earth’s globe. It is, he says, the wofld’s line of 
destiny. 

Elaborating his theme he first directs attention to the fact that in 
America this invisible international boundary line ‘s a line of peace. No 
frowning fortifications dot its length; no jealousies are pent up along its 
/borders; no racial hatreds batter its boundaries. For more than one hun- 
dred years it has been a line of peace, a magnificent contradiction of the 

- Old World’s barbaric philosophy that two neighboring countries cannot long 
exist without strife. : 

But tracing the course of the forty-ninth parallel around the globe, he 
finds that the symbol of peace in North America becomes the blood-drenched 
line of strife throughout Europe and Asia, cleaving through the very heart 

+ of the world’s worst trouble zones. He continues: 

“The ‘line,of peace’, upon spanning the Pacific, marks the frontier of 
Asias’ powder magazine—the northern boundary of Manchukuo, On one 
side the armies of the Soviet maintain their well armed vigil. On the other 
Japan bides her time in thie puppet state that typifies her first triumphant 
toe-hold on the mainland of Asia. 

“Travel with the ‘line of peace’ across the flux and change of the new 
Red Russia and note its sinister significance as it pierces the inner core of 
European turmoil It traverses the Polish Corridor, constant source of 
statesmen’s uneasy slumber; flanks Austria’s troubled boundaries; bisects a 
re-armed Germany; skirts the fringe of France at the most jealous point of 
national pride, historic Alsace-Lorraine; tops the rims of armored steel that 
mark Belgium’s sullen frontiers; then wings the Atlantic for its more pacific 
mission on this continent.” 

And he asks why should this ‘line of peace’ assume such a devilish per- 
versity in its travel round the globe, and finds’the answer in the character 
of the nations it touches rather than in the nature of the line itself. 

All of which is true In North America the two adjoining nations are 
peopled by those who speak a common language and who, although there has 

- come a great intermingling of many races, still trace their main descent to 
one racial source and have proved their ability to, in large measure, assimi- 
late those newcomers of many races and all have largely forgotten, or 
dropped, the old animosities, suspicions, jealousies and hatreds of by-gone 

centuries which are nourished and kept alive in the countries of the Old 
World. és 

America is fortunate in this, and stands as an object lesson to all other 
lands. This being so, have we been as good neighbors as we ought to have 
been; have we taken full advantage of. and reaped all the benefits that 
should have been ours as a result of our preferred position? True, we have 
kept the peace in a physical sense in that we have refrained from war, and 
‘the insensate folly of building up huge armaments one against the other on 
the false assumption that only through such so-called “preparedness” can 
peace be maintained. = 

But the forty-ninth parallel across North America is not. quite the 
imaginary line it might well have been to the advancement and benefit -of 
people living on both sides of it. There are no forts, but there are all too 
many legislative barriers imposed along its entire length by both countries, 
barriers on the one side being duplicated by similar barriers on the other side. 

We build our roads on both sides to meet and merge at the boundary 
line; we construct our railways to the same gauge in order that trains may 
move without pause from one country to the other, without trans-shipment 
of passengers or goods; the ether waves flow uninterruptedly across the line 

carrying radio messages to and fro, and the same is true of the telegraph 
and telephone; our books and newspapers and magazins, our automobiles, 
cross and re-cross; our mails move without restraint or loss of time; our 


trades unions are international in their character; so, too, are our fraternal |- 


societies and service clubs; our sporting crganizations vie with each other 
on common fields. 

Being so. favored, and having done so much to promote our common in- 
terests in so many ways, and having developed an international friendliness 
unknown elsewhere, and having utilized all that science and invention has 
bestowed in order to promote this fine and mutually advantageous inter- 
course, why have we proceeded to erect artificial barriers to check and stop’ 
the flow of trade which all these other agencies have been perfected to 
encourage and develop? The people of both countries are deemed to be 
highly intelligent; they are not inmates of lunatic asylums. Then why have 
they acted so absurdly as to hamper and cripple that which they have spent 
untold millions of money and energy to encourage? 

There is only one answer, and that answer is to be found in the cupidity 
of men individually and.coectively, on both sides of the “line of peace’. 
Nature designed that the northern half of this great continent should be the 
complement of and to the southern half. The Maritime Provinces with their 
resources are the natural complement of the Atlantic seaboard States; Quebec 
and Ontario are the complement of the Central States; the Prairie Provinces 
are the complement of the middle western States right down to the gulf; 
British ‘Columbia %, the complement of the Pacific coast States. Yet puny 
man tries to defy Nature and, as a result, has made a sorry mess of things 
throughout the whuie realm of trade and commerce, finance and economics. 

The forty-ninth parallel across North America is a splendid object les- 

‘gon to all nations except in this one respect. Let these two great peoples 
do the sensible thing and set another object lesson for and provide leader- 
ship to a world now suffering because of the wholesale destruction of inter- 
national trade.

Might Outshine Sun 


Scientists Tell Of Heat Contained In 
Are Light Carbon 

The hottest known thing on earth, 
we are told, is the burning carbon of 
an arc light. It is so hot that vol- 
canic mist forms in the incandescent 
crater, a fog of pure carbon vapor. 

Formerly this fog was thought to 
be liquid carbon, but a recent re- 
port to the American Chemical 
Society concludes that carbon does 
not pass through a liquid stage in 
turning from solid to gas, at ‘least 
that it does not at atmospheric pres- 
sure, 

This may be a reason why dia- 
monds have been so impossible for 
man to make, says the report, for 
diamonds apparently are the pro- 
ducts of a liquid form of carbon. 

But, if diamonds cannot be pro- 
duced from carbon, more heat and 
light can, it is hoped. Three Cleve- 
land scientists who have been meas- 
uring the heat of the carbon arc 
declare that “under the right condi- 
tions, and with a little further chemi- 
cal aid” arcs can be made to burn 
with an intrinsic brilliancy slightly 
greater than that of the sun. 

This would be a novel achievement, 
indeed, the creation of an artificial 
light brighter than the sun! It 
sounds almost presumptuous.—De- 
troit Free Press.

DIAMONDS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Diamonds are the purest form of 
carbon, an element which occurs in 
almost every living substance. Found 
in the sand and gravel of river, lake, 
or sea beds, the stones are separated 
out by a washing process which car- 
ries away the outer coatings, leaving 
the diamond free. These gems have 
a crystalline form, but sometimes 
the stones are cut by jewellers to 
further enhance their brilliance. Clear 
diamonds have the greatest value, al- 
though there are rare occurrences of 
delicately colored stones which are 
much prized. Black diamonds are. 
more plentiful than the clear stones 
and are used for cutting and drilling. 
Diamonds are also used by engravers 
in making etchings. 

It has been the dream of many 
scientists to make synthetic dia- 
monds, and this has been accomplish- 
ed occasionally, although it is found 
that the process does not produce 
sufficient stones to make it worth 
while. 

Moisson, a French chemist, in 1893 
was successful in producing a small 
quantity of the gems by heating 
charcoal with iron to a very high 
temperature in an electric furnace. 
The mixture was. then cooled very 
quickly, A coating of iron was rapid- 
ly formed on the outside, but atthe 
centre the cooling was slower, and a 
few very small clear and black dia- 
monds were found. Rubies and other 
gems have also been made synthetic- 
ally, but not with great success. 

Diamonds are measured by carats, 
a unit of weight which is equivalent 
to three grains troy weight. The larg- 
est diamond ever found was the 
“Cullinan” which was mined in South 
Africa. ‘This stone originally weigh- 
ed 3,025% carats, but it was later 
cut into smaller stones. 


Plenty Of Color 

If it’s a color you want, says the 
Edmonton Journal, a new “diction- 
ary” just published by the British 
color council, ought to fill the bill.

Legume Hay For Lambs 
Alfalfa Or Clover Essential For 
Success In Fattening 

The use of legume hay, either al- 
falfa or clover, is considered essential 
for success in lamb fattening, ac- 
cording to a brochure on fattening 
range and domestic feeder lambs 
issued by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. Home-grown grains 
‘may be combined to make an excel- 
lent ration for fattening lambs, but 
range lambs require a considerable 
period of building up before being 
fed a heavy amount of fattening 
grains. Where the grain is increased 
too rapidly to inctude barley and 
wheat, lambs may become grain 
burnt, or overfed on grain. In such 
eases they practically go off feed 
and stop making gains. These lambs 
are very difficult to handle. They 
should be taken off grain entirely, 
and fed on alfalfa hay and roots for 
a period of three weeks to a month. 
The grain feed may then be gradual- 
ly increased until the lambs are being 
fed a full fattening grain allowance.

“Turkey For The Turks” 


New Law Forces All Foreigners To 
Quit Jobs 

Nearly 10,000 foreigners are being 
thrown out of work under a new 
Turkish law reserving small trades 
and professions to Turkish nations. 
Already more than 2,000 have left 
the country. 

Foreign tailors, waiters, hair- 
dressers, shoemakers, hatmakers, 
musicians and music-hall artistes, 
interpreters, stockbrokers and their 
clerks, motor drivers, pattern-makers, 
painters, carpenters and mechanics 
have been prohibited from: working. 
Eventually dock hands, photo- 
graphers, correspondence clerks, door 
porters, many branches of commis- 
sion agents and public utility em- 
ployees, not of Turkish nationality, 
will be stopped. 

The majority of these foreigners 
have already had to cease work while 
the remainder will be forced to give 
up their jobs during the next 10 
months. Together with their de- 
pendents, 34,000 people will be ren- 
dered destitute unless the various 
governments interested come to their 
aid. 

There are about 7,000 Greeks, 1,000 
Italians, 700 Bulgarians, 150 British 
Maltese, and 800 of other national- 
ities affected. Of those who have 
already left Turkey most have de- 
parted under regrettable conditions. 
Thé Greek government is housing its 
refugees, on their arrival at the Pir- 
aeus ,in schools and public buildings, 
but they are said to be at a complete 
loss to know what todo with them: or 
where to install them for the future. 

Almost every boat which leaves 
for Greece and Italy carries groups 
of these victims of this policy of the 
Turkish Government, “‘Turkey for the 
Turks”. There is considerable resent- 
ment among diplomatic representa- 
tives in Angora, many of whom were 
assured by the Turkish Government 
at different times that all foreign 
nationals who had been born in or 
established in Turkey a certain num- 
ber of years, would be protected by 
Turkish Jaw and would enjoy the 
usual privilege of “acquired rights. is 

But this promise has not been Kept 
and thousands of Greeks who have 
never before seen Greece, Italians 
who have never set foot in Italy, peo- 
ple whose home has been Turkey 
since birth, many of them advanced 


-|in years, are now forced to leave be- 


cauisé there is no possibility of their 
gaining their livelihood in Turkey. 

The scenes at the quayside are 
heartrending.

Abe Siceet Of Visi 


Vitamin A Now Prot Proved An Import- 
ant Factor In Sight 

Another of the secrets of vision, 
showing how the eye manufactures 
and uses vitamin A to see, has been 
found by Dr. George Wald at the 
Oceanographic Institution, Woods 
Hole, Mass. 

The fact that vitamin A is im- 
portant to human vision has been 
known for many years. Its lack is 
the cause of “night blindness,” a 
fairly common trouble, particularly 
during depressions. In spring fasts 
in Russia entire villages have been 
stricken with xight blindness. This 
ailment sometimes precedes total 
blindness. 

Dr. Wald found the new chemical 
and the vitamin A in the retina of 
the eye. Both came from a chemical 
analysis of visual purple,” named 
from from its color, a chemical 
secreted in the retina, at the site of 
the nerve endings which carry vision 
to the brain. 

Visual purple also has long been 
known. Likewise the fact that un- 
der light, or when used for seeing, 
it bleaches colorless. During dark- 
ness it returns to the purple form 
again. 

Watching this cycle, Dr. Wald 
discovered that when the purple 
turned white, a slightly yellow sub- 
stance split off from it. This yellow 
stuff proved to be the hitherto un- 
known chemical. It is closely related 
to carotene, the yellow pigment in 
corn, carrots and other food. 

In the change back. into visual 
purple some of the vitamin A dis- 
appeared. This was proof that it had 
been used up in the act of seeing.

Three nations are experimenting 
with an invisible smoke which can 
stall airplane engines and be hung in 
the sky as a barrage against in- 
vaders.

Here, by a special process dis- 
covered in Germany by Dr. Paul 
Spangenberg of Lubeck, crops of 
maize and barley are grown in 10 
days, not in the ground, but in chem- 
ically treated trays. arranged in tiers 
inside metal ofbihnets. These crops 
are being used daily to feed cattle 
and pigs on the farm and the ani- 
mals are in better condition than 
others fed with ordinary outdoor 
fodder. 

Farmers at the ‘recent Ipswich 
Agricultural Show were amazed at 
this new invention, Already a com- 
pany has been formed to manufac: 
ture the equipment and supply the 
necessary chetnical elements. The 
name of the company is British Cul- 
tivations, Ltd., and the process hai 
been fully patented under the name 
of “Kwick Grow.” 

Dr. Spangenberg made his die 
covery by analyzing the most fertilé 
soil he could find and duplicating ite 
nutrient content in a chemical soli! 
tion. This solution is fed to the seed, 
Only small quantities of water are 
required and no earth is used. mH 
seed germinated by this process a 
said to produce five times the volu 
of seed planted in thé’ gtound. 

Each cabinet in which the seeds arg 
placed is divided into 10 sections, ong 
for each day's growth, and each secs 
tion contains eight trays. As each 
day's crop is “harvested,” more seed 
is immediately put into the trays to 
produce another crop in 10 days. 
Thus, the farmer has a fresh crop, 
approximating the finest June pastur- 
age, every day in the year. 

Orders are being received for cabi+ 
nets from farms:in all parts of Eng- 
land, including one farmer who is a 
tenant of the King at Sandringham. 
In Germany the government has 
ordered them in large quantities to 
be used in concentration camps. 

With the growing of crops for 
feeding animals successfully achieved/ 
investigators are now experimenting 
“ther with prowing vegetables. This 
process is still in the experimental 
stage, but the men working at it 
have in mind the ultimate production 
of smaller cabinets which could be 
kept in homes—in the kitchen, like 
an ice-box—to supply the family with 
fresh gregn produce all the year 
round. The growing of fresh vege- 
tables. is expected to require some- 
what more time than fodder crops. 

F. H. Hedinger, a naturalized 
American; who is a director of the 
company, has been in communication 
with the American Embassy in Lon- 
don and authorities in the United 
States, offering a demonstration of 
the process as a means of alleviating 
the fodder crisis caused by the

French Liner Normandie Claimed To 
Be Larger Than Cunarder 


Keen rivalry between the giant 
French liner Normandie, which will 
go into service next spring, and 
Queen Mary, launched at Clydebank, 
Scotland, already is apparent. 

Cunard-White Star line claims that 
the Queen Mary is the largest ship 
in the world are hotly contested in 
the French press, which declares the 
Normandie not only is longer, but 
heavier. 

The Normandie already has cost 
far more than the estimated $30,000,- 
000. It is 1,029 feet long, while the 
Queen Mary is 1,018. Much of the 
controversy centres on which ship 
has the greater tonnage. The exact 
figures still are unavailable, but the 
French press gives the Normandie 
between 76,000 and 79,000 tons with 
the British ship given 72,000 tons.

Rector are not slow to. te]l what they 
empect. If you question them you 
will likely find that they are looking 
for a man who is a combination of 
an archangel and a business executive. 

Not long ago some one enumerated 
the qualities and capacities necessary 
in a Clergyman as pastoral visitation, 
sound common sense with a touch of 
humour, general business instincts 
and preaching ability. Various item's 
were in that order. The list leaves 
owt the greatest of all, which is a 
wpdritual experience, This would bring 
about a geod many of the others as 
its result, Certainly the sermons of 
aman with a definite spirituc! exper- 
fence would be more sincers and po- 
tent, more direct and effective, than 
these of one who was telling what he 
had read in a book or seen in others, 
but had not known in himself, 

Anyone can criticize a Clergyman, 
or any man, for that matter. The de- 
fenders of the Rector are sometimes 
few and mildly spoken, the critics are 
generally aggressive and use louder 
tones. When life is born, when, mar- 
riage bells ring gladly, when the ang- 
el of death has knocked at the door, 
the Clergymian is sent for at once. 

One writer describes the horns of 
criticism to which the Clergyman is 
exposed in these words:. “If he uses 
slang, he is sensntional; if he 
.deorrect English, he is a high brow. If 
he attacks present day evil, he is a 
demagogue; if he doesn't, he is a 
spineless coward. If he dresses well, 
he is extravagant and stuck up; if he 
doesn't he is untidy and parsimonious. 
If dis audiences are small, he is a poor 
preacher; if he fille the edifice every | 
Sunday, he is a seeker after notoriety. 
If he preaches abbut the sins of the | 
ld Testament, he is not up-to-date; 
if he preaches about tHe sins of his | 
own congregation and city, the weal- 
thy contributors and politician mem- 
bers withdraw thelr support.” 

My plea is that if you see a fault 
in your Clergyman, ro tell it to him 
and him afone. He wil] be very giad 
to be told, if he fs the right sort. It 
is so much kinder to tell him than to 
tell it all over the Parish as 
people do, He is the one most in- 
terested after all. Loyalty is a grand 
old word, and like a draugmt 
to the thirsty. Then, too, commence 
praying for your Clergyman.
